about the Churche oꝛ Churche yarde, o2 other 
place, but unmediatiy befozc highe Waſle , the 
p2iceſtes with other of the quter , ſhall kneele in 
the middes of the Churche , aud ſynge oz ſaye, 
plainly and diſtinctely , the Letante, whiche is 
(ctiurthe in Engliſhe, with all the Duffragcs 
folowing,and none other pꝛoceſſton, oz Lctany 
to be had oz vled, but thelaped Letame in En⸗ 
gliſhe, addyng nothing therto-, but as the kyn 
ges grace, halheteatter appoynte: and in Ca⸗ 
thedꝛall oz Collegiate churches, theſame ſhalbe 


doen in luche places as out Commiſſaties in 
oute viſitacion (hall appoynte. Aud in the tyme 
ok the Letanp, of the highe Maſſe, ol the Ser⸗ 


mon, and when the p2tclt readeth the ſcripture 
to p̊ pariſhtoners, no maner of perſonns , with⸗ 
out a tuſte and v2gent cauſe , ſhall depatte out 
of the Churche, and all tingyng and knollyng 
of Belles, ſhalbe vtteriyefozbozne foz that ty⸗ 


me, extepte one Belle, in conuenient tyme to be 
'rong 02 knolled befoze the Sermon. 

Allo, lyke asÞ people be cõmonly occupted 
the wozke daye, with bodyly laboz , fox thctr 


odely ſuſtenaunce, fo was the holy dayt at the 
firſt beginyng godly inſtituted # oꝛdeined that 
the people ſhould that day geue the ſelfcs wholy 
to God. And wheras in oute tyme, God — moze 
offended 
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offended then pleaſed, moze di ſhonozed, then ho⸗ 
noꝛed, vpon the holy daye, becauſe of idlenes, 
pude, dꝛunckeneſſe, quatellyng and bzawlyng, 
whiche are moſte vled, in luche dayes , people 
neuertheleſſe perſwadyng themſelfes ſufficictly 
to honoz God on that daye.if they heate Maſſe 
and ſeruyce, though they vnderſtande nothyng, 
to their edifiynge:therfoze all the kinges fapth- 
full a loupng lublectes , ſhall from hencefurth 
celebzate.and kepe their holy day, accoꝛdyng to 
Goddes holy wil x pleaſute, that is: in heatyng 
the woꝛde of God redde and taught:in pztuate 
and publique pzaters : in knowlegyng their 
offences to God, and amendement of the ſame: 
in reconcilyng they; ſelfes charitably to theyꝛ 
neighboꝛs where dilpleaſure hath been: in often 
tymes receiuyng the communion,of p very bo⸗ 
dye and bloudde of Chziſte: in viſlityng of the 
pooze x ſicke:in vſyng all ſobernes and godly 
conuerſacion. Pet notwithſtandyng,all Perſo⸗ 
nes, Uicats, and Curates, ſhall teache and de⸗ 

clare,vnto their pariſhioners. that they maye W 
a laute and quiete conſcience, in the tyme of 
Hatueſt laboz vpon the holy x feſtiuall dayes, 
and ſaue that thynge whche God hath ſent. And 
ik koꝛ any ſcrupuloſitie, oꝛ grudge of conſcience, 

men ſhould ſuperſticiouſiy, abſteyn from woꝛ⸗ 
kyng vpon thoſe dayes, that then they ſhould 

greuouſly offende anddiſpleaſe God. 

Alſo fozalmuche as vartaunce and conten⸗ 
cion, is a thyng whiche moſte diſpleaſcth God, 
and is moſt contrary to the bliſſed Communion 
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of the body and bloud of our ſauioꝛ Chꝛiſt:Cu⸗ 


rates (hall in no wiſe admitte to the recetuyng 


therof,anp of their cure ⁊ flocke, who hath mali⸗ 
cioufly and openly cotended with his neighboꝛ, 
onles theſame do firſt charitably and openly re- 
concile himſelfe againe, remittyng all rancour 
and malice, whatſoeuer controuerſte hath been 
betwene them:and neuertheleſſe, their iuſt titles 
and rightes, they may charitablp pzoſecute be⸗ 
foze ſuche as haue aucthozitie to heare theſame. 
Alſo,that euery Deane. Archedeacon, Maſter 
of Collegiate churche, Maſtet of Boſpitall, and 
Pꝛebendatie, beyng pꝛieſt, ſhall pꝛeache by him 
ſelfe perſonally, twiſe euety pere at the leaſt, ei⸗ 
ther in the place where he is entituled, oz in ſome 
churche where he hath iutiſdiccion, oz els whiche 
is to the tapd place appꝛopʒiate oz vnited. 
Alſo, that they ſhall inſtruct ⁊ teache in theit 
cures, that noman ought obſtinately, and malt- 
cioully, to bꝛeake aviolatethe laudable ceremo⸗ 
nies ofthe Churche, by the Kyng commaunded, 
to be obletued,and as yet not abzogated, And 
on the otherſide, that wholocuer docth luperſti⸗ 
ciouſly abuſe the,doth theſame to the great peril 
and daungier of his ſoule health: as in caſtyng 
holy Water vpon his bedde,vpon Images, c 
oher dead thynges, oz bearyng aboute him holy 
bꝛead, oꝛ ſainct Jhons goſpel, oꝛ making croſſes 
of wood vpõ Palme ſonday, in tyme of reading 
ok the Paſſion,oz kepyng of pꝛiuate holy daics, 


as Bakers, Bzewers, Dmithes,ſhoomaketrs, a 
uche other do, oꝛ tingyng of holy belles, oꝛ bliſ- 


C.. lyng 
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ſyng with the holy candle, to thentent, therby to 
be Li:charged of the burden of ſynne, oz to dzine 
away deuils, oz to put awate dꝛeames andpha- 
alies, oʒ tn puttyng ttuſt and coftdence ok helth 
and ſaluacion in theſame ceremonies, when thei 
be only oʒdained inſtituted and made to put vs 
in temembzaunce of the benekites, whiche wee 
haue tec tiued by Chziſt, And rf he vſe them foꝛ 
any other putpoſe he greuouſiy offendeth God. 
Alſo, that they ſhal take away, vtterly extinct 
and deſttoy, all ſhzynes, coueryng of ſhzynes.al 
tables, càdelſtickes trindilles oz tolles of ware, 
pictures, paintynges, and all other monumetes 
of fained miracles, pilgrimages, Idolatty, and 
ſuperſticion: fo that there remame no memozie 
of thelame, in walles, glaſſes, windowes, oz eis 
where, within their Churches oz houles. And 
they ſhall erhozte al thetr parttyeoners.to do the 
like within their ſeuerall houſes. And that the 
Churche Wardepnes, at the tommoh charge ot 
the Pariſhioners in euety Churche, ſhall pꝛo⸗ 
uide a comely and honeſt pulpit to be ſet in a cõ⸗ 
uentent place within thelame, toꝛ che pꝛeachyng 
of Goddes woozde. eee 
Alſo, they ſhall pꝛouide and haue within thze 
monethes after this vifitacton, aſtrong Cheſte, 
with a hole in the vpper part therof,to be pꝛoui⸗ 
ded, at the coſte # charge of the pariſhe, hauyng 
thze kepes, wherof one ſhall remaine in the cu⸗ 
ſtodie of the Perſone,Uicar,o2 Curate, and the 
other two, in the cuſtodie of the Churche War⸗ 
deines, oz anp other two honeſt meme, tobe ap⸗ 
pointed, 
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pointed by the pariſhe from pete to pete: whiche 
Cheſte you ſhall ſette and faſten, neere vnto 
the high aulter, to the intent the Patiſhioners, 
ſhould put into it their Oblacion and almoſſe, 
koꝛ their pooze neighboꝛs. And the Perſone, Ui⸗ 
car, and Curate, ſhall diligently, froin tyme to 
tyme,and ſpecially, when men make their teſta- 
mentes, call vpõ, exhoꝛte, and moue their neigh- 
bours, to conferre and geue, as they may well 
ſpare,to the layd Cheſte, declaryng vnto them, 
whereas heretofoze they haue been diligent, to 
beſtowe muche lubſtaunce otherwiſe then God 
commaunded, vpon Pardons, Pilgrimages, 
Trentalles , deckyng.of Images, offcryng of 
Candelles, geuyng to- Friers, and vpon other 
like blynde deuocions, they ought at this tyme, 


to be muche mote ready tohealpe the pooꝛe and 


neadp, knowyng that to releue the pooze, is a 
true wozlhipppng of God, required earneſtly, 


vppon paine of euetlaſtyng damnacion:and that 


alſo, whatſoeuer is geuen foꝛ their comfoꝛte, is 
geuen to Chꝛiſt himſelfe, and ſo is accepted of 
him, that he will mercyfully, rewarde theſlame 
with euerlaſtyng life. The whiche almoſſe and 
deuocion of the people, the kepers of the keyes, 
hal at tymes conucnient, take out of the Cheſt, 
and diſttibute thelame, in the pzeſence of the 
whole Pariſhe, oꝛ ſire of thein, to be truely and 
faithfully deliuered, to theit moſte neady neigh⸗ 
bours: and if they be pꝛouided foz, then to the 
reparacion of high wayes next adioynyng. And 
alto the money whiche ryleth of Fraternities, 

c. li. gulldes 
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guildes and other ſtockes of the churche (except 
by the kyngesWateſttes aucthozitie it be other 
wiſe appointed)ſhalbe put into the ſayd cheſt, a 
conucrted to the ſayd vſe, and allo the rentes of 
landes, the pꝛofite of cattell, and money geuen oʒ 
bequethed to the findyng of Tozches, Lightes. - 
Tapets, and Lampes, 1155 conuerted to the 
ſayd vſe.ſauyng that it ſhalbe lawfull foz them 
to beſtowe part of the ſayd pꝛofites, vpon the re- 
patacion of the churche, it great nede requy!e, 
whereas the patiſhe is verp pooꝛe, and not able 
otherwiſe to repaite theſame. 

And fozalmuch as pꝛieſtes be publique mini⸗ 
ſters ofthe churche, c vps the holy dayes ought 
to applie themſelfes to the common adminiſſta⸗ 
cion of the whole pariſhe, thei ſhal not be bound 
to go to women liyng in childbed except in tyme 
of daungerous ſickenes, and not to fetche any 
cozſe, befoze it be bzought to the churcheparde: 
and if the woman be ſicke, oz the cozſe bꝛought 
to the churche, the pꝛieſt ſhal do his dutte accoꝛ⸗ 
dingly, in viſityng the woman, and butiyng the 
dead perſon. 

Alſo, to auoide the deteſtable ſynne of ſymo⸗ 
ny, becaulſe biyng and ſellyng of benefices.ts ex⸗ 
ecrable befoze God: therfoze all ſuche perſones 
as bye any beneftces, oꝛ come to them by fraude 
02 deceipt, ſhalbe depztued of (ache benefices, x 
be made vnhable at any tyme after.to rectiue a⸗ 
ny other ſpiritual pꝛomocion. And ſuche as do 
ſell them, oz by any colour do beſtowe them, foꝛ 
their awne gain and pꝛokite, ſhal looſe the tight

and title of pattonage, and pꝛeſentment foꝛ that 
tyme, and the gift therof toz that vacacion, ſhall 
appettain to the Kynges Maieſtie. 

Alſo, becauſe though lacke of Pꝛeachers in 
many places of the Kynges realmes and domi⸗ 
nions : the people continue in (&nozaunce and 
blyndnes:all Perſones, Uicars, and Curates. 
ſhall reade in their churches eyerySonday,one 
of the Homelies, whiche are and ſhalbe ſetkurth 
fo2 theſame purpole, by the kynges aucthozitie; 
in ſuche ſozte as they ſhalbe appointed to do, in 
the p2eface of theſame. 

Alſo, whereas many indiſcrete pcrſones do at 
this dap, vncharitably contempne a abuſe pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes and mtniſters of the Churche, becauſe ſome 
of thetm, (hauyng ſmall learnyng)haue of long 
tyme fauozed phantaſies, rather then Goddes 
trueth:pet fozalmuche.,as their office à funccion 
is —_—_— of God: The Kynges Maieſtte 
wylleth and chargeth all his loupng fubicctes, 
that from hencefurth, they ſhall vſe them chart- 
tably and reuerently, foꝛ their office and admi⸗ 
niſtracions ſake, and eſpectally. ſuche as laboz 
in the ſettyng furth of Goddes holy woꝛ de. 

Alſo, that all maners of perſones, whiche vn⸗ 
derſtand not the Latin toungue, ſhal pꝛay vpõ 
none other Pꝛimer, but vpon that, whiche was 
lately ſetfurth in Engliſhe, by aucthoꝛitie of 
Kyng Henty the. v III. of moſte famous memo⸗ 
ry. And that no teachers ok youth, ſhall teache 
any other, then the layd ꝛimetr. Ind all thoſe 
whiche haue knowlege of the Latin toungue,

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hall pzay vpon none other Latin Primer, but 


vpon that, which is likewiſe letkutth by theſayd 
aucthozitie. And that all graces to be ſayd at 
dynner and ſupper, ſhalbe alwaies ſayd in the 
Engliſhe tounguc.

mer ſhalbe taught in any ſchole oꝛ other place, 
Win the Kynges realmes à domintons but only 
that whiche is ſetfurth by the layd aucthozitie. 

Item that all Chauntery pꝛieſtes, ſh all excr- 
cile theimlel tes, in teachyng youth to reade and 
wꝛzite, and bzingyng theim vp in good maners, 
and other verteous ererciſes. 

Item, when any Sermon oz Homelie ſhalbe 
had, the Pꝛime and houres ſhalbe omitted.
